SERVICES AT ST. PAULS 


CATHEDRAL AT NOON 


A Distinguished Gathering at Histor- 


ic Church in London, 


Intercenlonal Sorrlcei Attended by High 


Official! of Church and 


State. 


LONDON, June 26,—At the hour when 


the king should have been crowned a 
grout and distinguished 
gathering, al- 


most identical with that which would 
have sut in Westminster Abbey, gather- 


ed in i-t. Paul's cathedral. 


The approaches to the cathedral were 


lined by silent throngs, through which 
drove peers and peeresses, colonial pre- 
miers, foreign envoys, ambassadors and 
members of the house of commons, all in 
sombre clothes. In the 
chancel 
were 


Joseph H. Choate, the United States am- 
bassador, and Mrs. Choatp, Henry White, 
secretary 
of the. embassy 
and Mrs. 


White; John R. Carter,.second secretary 
of the embassy nnd Mrs. Cnvtcr; White- 
law Kcid, the special ambassador of the 
United States to the coronation, and 
.Mrs. Reid; Mr. ami Mrs. J. Pierpont 
Morgan, Jr., mid the leading members of 
the nobility. In the nave about a thou- 
sand of the Westminster Abbey ticket 
holders, mainly women, were seated. 


Shortly before noon the big western 


doors were swung open, sunlight stream- 
ed in mid the Duke of Cambridge, lean- 
ing heavily on the arm of an equerry, 
walked to the chancel. 


As twelve o'clock struck there aroso 


from the.far mil of the nnve.thc clear 
notes of the opening sentences of the lit- 
tinv. chanted by four of HIP cathedral 
clergy. Their tones were in such unison 
that they seemed to emnimtc from one 
powerful voice. The choir took up the 
response.

advanced a few steps and then stood still 
until

The iii^hi Ktv. Arthur V. W. Ingrain,

n whole-souled response from the choir 
and the congregation. 


The anthem and the singing of the 


hymn: "Thine Arm, 0. Lord, in days of 
oiii. was ,-tronrr to hen! und save," and 
Psalm iil concluded, the short service, 
whereupon the bishop of London, sur- 
rounded by the archbishops and bishops, 
from the altar steps impressively pro- 
nounced the benediction. 


For a few moments complete silence 


reigned ami nil heads were bowed in 
praper. after which 
the 
almost blind 


archbishop of Canterbury was carefully 
led down the steps, the. procession re- 
formoil and the congregation went into

news is being kept buck ought to be dis- 
pelled, nnrt the absolute 
sincerity 
of 


every bulletin issued should prevent the 
public from heeding these wild rumors. 
His majesty is suffering from pcrityphli- 
tis and nothing else. Unfortunately, the 
symptoms of pcrityphlitis may be entire- 
ly masked, and it was that that absolute- 
ly prevented the necessity of. an opera- 
tion from being apparent until yester- 
day." 


The Lancet declares 
there 
was no 


symptom of malignancy in the king's 
ease. 


NO TRACE OF CANCER. 


NEW YOKK, June 20.—Many people 


are busily spreading abroad a statement 
that King Edward is suffering from can- 
cer, says a Herald dispatch from Lon- 


don. 


The reason, no doubt, is found in the 


fact that the late Empress Frederick of 
Germany, elder sister of his majesty and 
of the Duke of fcaxe-Coburg, his young 
brother, fell victims to this disease. The 
doctors in attendance upon his majesty 
ijtate absolutely and emphatically that 
there is not the slightest trace of cancer 
or of any 
other form 
of 
malignant 


growth. 


KING NEED NOT BE"CROWNED 


Jf« Necessity For Tho Ceremony—London 


May Heittat« to Aprnln Make 


Preparation. 


NEW YORK, June 26.—People are 


asking, says the'London correspondent 
of the. Herald, whether when his majes- 
ty recovers sufficiently to.bonr the fa- 
tigues of the coronation ceremonies, pre- 
parations for it will be made on so elab- 
orate a scale as has just been' the case. 


It is pointed out that owner* of stands 


and tradesmen of all descriptions have 
been so severely hit by the 
postpone- 


ment of the coronation ceremonies that 
they will be likely to .-viiiee some hesi- 
tation in making preparations on a large 
scale again. 


.There is really not the slightest neces- 


sity for the king to be crowned at all. 
it is quite coiiceivnbla that his majesty 
will decide to forego the ceremony. 


No definite information can be given 


at the moment, but such an abandon- 
ment has received some consideration. 


Inside Westminster Abbey everything 


remains for the present in the condition 
in which it was prepared. The abbey has 
been locked, up and it will be kept closed 
in its present condition. 


No one beyond those immediately con- 


cerned will be admitted. 


The Grand Puke Michael of Russia and 


some foreign princes who are I'c.larcd to 
the royal family were to have left for 
the 
continent yesterday, hut 
received 


messages from the Prince of Wales, ask- 
ir.g them to defer their departure, for a 
few days. 


It is possible to place two construc- 


tions upon this request, one of which is 
that the king's recovery is expected to 
begin immediately.

CROP REPORTS. 


MILAYAUKEE, Wis., June 24—United 


States Department of Agriculture, clim- 
ate and crop bulletin of the weather bu- 
reau, Wisconsin section, for the week 
ending June 24. The noticeable improve- 
ment is quite apparent in the general 
tone of the reports received 
from cor- 


respondents this week, due principally to 


the. 
fact that the much needed work of 


cultivating corn and potatoes was 
not 


materially" interfered 
with during the 


week by'rain. This work was pushed, 
'especially during the latter part of the 
week, nd except on low hind, where the 
soil is still wet, the fields are now gen- 
erally clear of weeds. 
It was particu- 


larly fortunate that this opportunity of 
putting corn and potato lields in good 
condition occurred (it 
this 
time, for 


clover is ready to cut in most sections 
und the harvesting of winter wheat ami 
hay'will soon 
demand attention. The 


temperature for the week was slightly 
below the average 
for the preceding 


week, rendering 
the conditions rather 


unfavorable for the normal advancement 
of corn. The latter part, of the ,wsg!s 


was exceptionally cool and in some 
northern counties -light frosts were re- 
ported, 
out not sufficiently 
severe to 


cause damage 
to fruits 
or vegetation. 


The first part of the week was cool and 
dry, .milking it favorable for the cultiva- 
tion of corn and potatoes, except where 
the soil was too wet to work on account 
of previous rains. Light showers oc- 
curred generally the latter part of the 
week. Hail occurred in a few localities 
in the central counties, but no damage 
is reported. 


Corn is not making rapid advancement 


the weather being too cold, 
especially 


the latter portion of the week. Cultiva- 
tion was retarded during the first of the 
week on account of the ivet condition of 
the soil. However, 
it is reported of 


good stand, but slightly yellow in some 
localities. 
Considerable replanting 
was 


done, owing to previous washing from 
heavy ruins. Cut worms have done 
some damage .on sod, but not more than 
the usual amount. Winter wheat and 
rye arc of exceptionally heavy growth, 
heading out rapidly and filling heavily, 
causing some complaint of lodging. On 
thhc whole, the stand is good and in the 
northern counties rapidly 
approaching 


maturity. 
Exceptionally good yields 


arc aticipnted. Oats and barley 
are 


making rapid progress; the growth of 
straw is rank and the heading is heavy. 
Excellent yields are indicated. 


Haying is progressing ami a consider- 


able amount has already been stored. 
The yield will -be heavy". There is Bomfi 
complaint of lodging -on account of the 
heavy growth. 
Clover is in bloom and 


with a heavy crop in some se-utions. 
Meadows and paslui'es are in excellent 
condition. Late planted potatoes are up 
nnd 
appear to be in good 
condition, 


while, early varieties are large enough 
for use. Considerable 
complaint in 


made of potatoes rotting, especially on 
low ground, and some replanting will be 
done. Bugs tire, numerous, but the out- 
look is favorable. Tobacco: Transplant- 
ing is nearing completion. The 
plants 


are thrifty; some early plantings have 
been injured by cut worms, but on the 
whole Ihe present condition of the crop 
is satisfactory.'. Strawberries are of fine 
finality, but only a medium crop. Apple 
trees arc"badly blighted in many locali- 
ties, and only n medium yield is expect- 
ed. A light crop of cherries is indicated. 
Blue-berries are 
in fine condition and 


give promise of good yield. Cranber- 
ries: 
Although low temperatures have 


prev,urc'd" no damage "by frort- yet 
re- 


porter!. Copious and continued rains, 
however, have 
injured ,-onie bogs, one 


grower placing hi» prospective crop at 
OHC-hali of last, year on this account.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Tlie house 


met at 11 o'clock today. Bills were pass- 
ed to authorize the city of Little Falls, 
Minn., to construct a wagon and foot 
bridge across the Mississippi river with- 
in the limits of said city; to amend the 
internal revenue laws relative to fer- 
mented liquors so as to eliminate the

"In doing 
so, I desire to say that I have not chang- 
ed in the slightest degree any belief in 
the wisdom of the houset of representa- 
tives on the Oth of last^January." 


Ar, this point further proceedings were 


blocked by the speaker's announcement 
that the original papers were missing 
and that 'no action could be taken until 
they were More the house. 


•'The papers should be in the hands of 


the clerk," observed Mr. Hcpburn/'But 
thcv are not here,"' announced the speak- 
er. 


The papers belonging to the isthmian 


canal legislation were

Hepburn" moved to adopt the conference 
report. 


Mr. lien-burn had quite a long colloquy 


with Mr. Richardson (Tenn.) over the 
time in which the- president was to con- 
duct the negotiations with' the Panama 
Canal company, and said that the senate 
rejected every proposition made by the 
house conferees. 


He would not have made this report 


if he did not believe that it was the. sen- 
ate bill or nothing.

of his state favored Nicaragua, but he 
believed it was best to accept the com- 
promise.

Smallpox in Racine is rapidly disap- 


pearing. Where there wa* between-six- 
ty Jind seventy cases foui- weeks ago, it 
is BOW less than twenty. Very few new 
cases are being reported, not one being 
found yesterday and the same conditions 
existed today. 


At tlie isolation hospital in the Seventh: 


ward there are on!y seven sick persons. 
At the present rate the entire epidemic 
will be wiped out in. less than a week or 
len days, for several houses quarantined 
will be released in a few days. 


Vaccination of pupils in the public, 


schools was very successfully carried out. 
Over two thousand scholars bared their 
arms and received .the vaccine.. So far an 
can be learned there were no serious re- 
sults and it was"not necessary to sus- 
pend a single child. 


Yesterday afternoon the members of 


tlie state board of health held a meeting 
in the city of Milwaukee. 
The preva- 


lence of smallpox in various Wisconsin 
twons was the principal topic of discus- 
sion. The report of Secretary Wingate 
showed that the disease had been cheek- 
ed in this strtte and that whereas re- 
ports during the winter showed as many 
at 100 new cases, the average was now 
but 
fifty.

Dr. Wingatc 
believes the increased 


'amount of vaccination and the rigid en- 
forcement of ihe quarantine "laws have 
done much to bring about this decrease. 
He Believes the danger of epidemic in 
Wisconsin is over and-reports that of tlie" 
,$oO.C'00 set-aside as a special fund to fight 
contagious diseases, but 510,000 has been 
used. The reports show that the disease 
prevailing is of a mild forni and that less 
than 2 per cent of the cases prove fatal. 
It is believed the parsing epidemic ivm 
caused by germs brought 
from tropical 


climes by soldiers returning 
from 
the 


Spanish-American war. 


Five deaths from the disease were re- 


ported in Racine, but physicians' syate 
that not one of these deaths was strictly 
due to smal'pON. but owing to complies-' 
tion with o'lher diseases.

By the Watchers, 


BULLETINS REPORT PATIENT 


RESTING COMFORTABLY. 


• Reports that Prince of Wales Hnd Been 


Made Kegeot Without Foundation- 


He Is Simply Transacting Official 


Btuiness for His Father, as 


Did for Victoria 


During Her Illnesi. 


LONDON, June 26, 11:30 a. m.—King 


Edward's progress in convalescence oc- 


casions the greatest satisfactian in all 


official circles. 


His majesty is already displaying the 


greatest interest in a.ll public questions 


and is expressing his gratitude over the 
evidences of the WOT Id's 
solicitude by 


opening a number of telegrams with his 


own hands, as reported 
in 
these dis- 


patches last night. 


This action excited him slightly, caus- 


ed some restlessness during the night 
and aroused some trifling solicitude on 
the part of the attendant doctors. 


All this really was unimportant, as his 


majesty soon quieted down anil, on the 
•whole, rested satisfactorily. 


Improvement in the king's condition 


this morning was most marked. 
Every- 


body in Buckingham Palace is delighted 
and high hope* are entertained that his 
convalescence will be much more speedy 
even than was expected last night. 


At no time: ha* there been any serious 


suggestion of the establishment of a re- 
gency. The most that was done was in 
the way of pure speculation, a suggestion 
that the Triiife-of Wales might act for 
his father as-King Kdward (then Prince 
of Wales) frequently did for Queen Vic- 
toria in former days, and, particularly, 
during her last illness, but without his 
having formally been appointed regent. 


The good news given out by the Duke 


of (''annaught at Buckingham Palace be- 
fore the doctors' morning consultation, 
and which the subsequent bulletin, com- 
pletely confirmed, occasioned the liveli- 
est satisfaction to all persons collected 
at the palace, the Mansion House and 
elsewhere awaiting tidings from the sick 
chamber.

SERVICES AT ST. PADLS 


CATHEDRAL AT NOON 


A Distinguished Gathering at Histor- 


ic Church in London. 


Intercessional Services Attended by High 


Officials of Chnrch mnd 


State. 


LONDON, June 26.—At the hour when 


the. king should have been crowned a 
great and distinguished gathering, al- 
most identical with that which would 
have sat in Westminster Abbey, gather- 
ed in St. Paul's cathedral. 


The approaches to the cathedral were 


ined by silent throngs, through which 
drove peers and peeresses, colonial pre- 
miers, foreign envoys, ambassadors and 
members of the house of commons, all in 
sombre clothas. In the 
chancel were 


Joseph H. Choate, the United States am- 
bassador, and Mrs. Choate, Henry White, 
secretary 
of the 
embassy and Mrs. 


White; John R. Carter,-second secretary 
of the embassy and Mrs. Carter; White- 
law Reid, the special ambassador of the 
United States to the coronation, and 
Mrs. Reid; Mr. and Mrs. J. Pierpont 
Morgan, Jr., and the leading members of 
the nobility. Tn the nave about a thou- 
sand of tho Westminster Abbey ticket 
holders, mainly women, were seated, 


Shortly before noon the big western 


doors were swung open, sunlight stream- 
ed in and the Duke of Cambridge, lean- 
ing heavily on the arm of an equerry, 
walked to the chance]. 


As twelve o'clock struck there arose 


from the.far end of the nave, the clear 
notes of the opening -sentences of the lit- 
any, 
chanted by four of the cathedral 


•clergy. Their tones were in such unison 
that they .seemed to emanate from one 
powerful voice. The choir took up the 
response. 
At 
each 
supplication 
the 


procession, with the cross at its head, 
advanced a few steps and then stood still 
until 
the 
response 
was 
completed. 


Through the kneeling congregation the 
choir advanced to the chancel steps. A 
score of tho clergy follosved, and behind 
them were ten bishops in gorgeous robes. 
Then came the Most Rev. William Dal- 
ryniple Maclagan, 
the 
archbishop 
of 


York; the .Most Rev. Frederick Temple, 
the archbishop of Canterbury, and the 
lord mayor, Sir Joseph C. Dimsdale, the 
corporation, in full state, bringing up 
the rear. With evident feeling the choir 
sang the three Psalms of intercession, af- 
ter which the'Right Rev. Cosmo Gordon 
L.u!g, bishop of Stepney, read the lesson, 
Isaiah, chapter ,'iS, verse 10: 


"I said in the cutting off of my days, 


I shall go to the gates of the grave; I 
am deprived of the residue of my years.'' 


The Right Rev. Arthur F. W. Ingram, 


bishop of London, from the. altar steps, 
read the prapers: "O, Lord, save the 
king.' His voice rang out to the furth- 
erest reoesses of the dome and brought 
a whole-souled response from the choir 
and the congregation. 


The anthem and the singing of the 


hymn: "Thine Arm, 0, Lord, in days of 
old, was strong to heal and save,'' and 
Psalm f)l concluded, the shnrt service, 
whereupon the bishop of London, sur- 
rounded by the archbishops and bishops, 
from the altar steps impressively pro- 
nounced the benediction. 


.For a few moments complete silence 


reigned and all heads were bowed in 
prnper, after which 
the 
almost blind, 


archbishop of Canterbury was carefully 
led down the steps, the procession re- 
formed and the congregation went into 
the sunlight, gladly discussing the word- 
ing of the latest bulletin from Bucking- 
ham Palace.

MEDICAL MEN HAVE 


HOPES FOR RECOVERY 


Symptons Favornble For King's Kestora- 


t'.on to Complete Health. 


LONDON, June 26.—The British Med- 


ical Journal says: 


"Should the king's symptoms pursue 


the course they have hitherto followed, 
there is good reason to hope for his ma- 
jesty's restoration to health. Owing to 
the nature of the affco.tion and the char- 
acter of the dressings used, it is inevit- 
able that his convalescence should bo 
somewhat prolonged, but we believe if no 
complication* arise (hat there is no rea- 
son to fear his recovery will not be com- 
plete. 


"The condition of ths parts made clear 


at the operation were such as to assure 
the surgeons that the abscess .was .due 


to one of those unexplained 
inflamma- 


tions which occur with remarkable fre- 
quency in the neighborhood of the -ver- 
miform appendix, and that it was not 
due to any organic disease of a more ser- 
ious nature or to a malignant growth, as 
rumor has suggested. •-'• 


"Up to the present there is no indica- 


tion of the occurrence of any complica- 
tion, and should none arise his majesty 
may live for many years." 


The Lancet, while declaring it is im- 


possible to disguise the seriousness of 
the king's conmtion, says: 


"It is our joyful privilege to b~e able 


to contradict flatly some of the sinister 
rumors which have been prevalent for the 
last forty-eight hours 
throughout the 


world. The idea that some 
dreadful 


news is being kept back ought to be dis- 
pelled, and the absolute 
sincerity 
of 


every bulletin issued should prevent the 
public from lieeding these wild rumors. 
His majesty is suffering from perityphli- 
tis and nothing else. Unfortunately, the 
symptoms of perityphlitis may be entire- 
ly masked, and it was that that absolute- 
ly prevented the necessity of an opera- 
tion from being apparent until yester- 
day." 


The Lancet declares 
there was no 


symptom of malignancy in the king's 
case. 


NO TRADE OF CANCER. 


NEW YORK, June 26.—Many people 


are busily spreading abroad a statement 
that King Edward is suffering from can- 
cer, says a Herald dispatch from Lon- 
don. 


The reason, no doubt, is found in the 


fact that the late Empress Frederick of 
Germany, elder sister of his majesty and 
of the Duke of Saxe-Coburg, his young 
brother, fell victims to this disease. The 
doctors in attendance upon his majesty 
s/cate absolutely and emphatically that 
there is not the slightest trace of cancer 
or of any 
other 
form of 
malignant 


growth. 


KING NEED NOT BE CROWNED 


>"• Necessity For The Ceremony—London 


May Hesitate to Agnin Moke 


Preparation. 


NEW YORK, June 26.—People are 


asking, says the'London correspondent 
of the Herald, whether when his majes- 
ty recovers sufficiently to. bear the fa- 
tigues of the coronation ceremonies, pre- 
parations for it will be made on so elab- 
orate a scale a» has just been the case. 


It is pointed out that owners of stands 


and tradesmen of all descriptions have 
been so severely hit by the postpone- 
ment of the coronation ceremonies that 
they will be likely to evince some hesi- 
tation in making preparations on. a large 
scale again. 


.There is really not the slightest neces- 


sity for the king to be crowned at all. 
It is quite conceivable that his majesty 
will decide to forego the ceremony. 


No definite information can be given 


at the moment, but such an abandon- 
ment has received some consideration. 


Inside Westminster Abbey everything 


remains for the present in the conditian 
in which it was prepared. The abbey has 
been locked,up and it will be kept closed 
in its present condition. 


No one beyond those immediately con- 


cerned will he. admitted. 


The Grand Duke Michael of Russia and 


some foreign princes who arc related to 
the royal family were, to have left for 
the 
continent yesterday, but

messages from the Prince of Wales, ask- 
ing them to defer their departure for a 
few days.

CROP REPORTS. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 24—United 


States Department of Agriculture, elim* 
ate and crop bulletin of the weather bu- 
reau, Wisconsin section, for the week 
ending June 24. The noticeable improve- 
ment is quite apparent in the general 
tone of the reports received from cor- 
respondents this week, due principally to 
the fact that the much needed work of 
cultivating com and potatoes was not 
materially interfered 
with during the 


week by rain. This work was pushed, 
especially during the latter part of the 
week, ad except on low land, where the 
soil is still wet, the fields are now gen- 
eral! v clear of weeds. 
It was particu- 


larly fortunate that this opportunity of 
putting corn and potato fields in good 
condition occurred at 
this time, for 


clover is ready to cut in most sections 
arid the harvesting of winter wheat and 
hay will soon demand attention. The 
temperature for the week was slightly 
below the average 
for the preceding 


week, rendering the conditions rather 
unfavorable for the normal advancement 
.of corn. The latter -gast.'.of 
the .week 


was exceptionally cool and in some 
northern counties light fYosts were re- 
ported, but not sufficiently severe to 
cause damage 
to fruits or vegetation. 


The first part of the week was cool and 
dryj .making it favorable for the cultiva- 
tion ~of corn and potatoes, except where 
the soil.was too wet to work on account 
of previous rains. Light showers oc- 
curred generally the latter part of the 
week. Hail occurred in a few localities 
in the central counties/ but no damage 
is reported. 


Corn is not making rapid advancement 


the weather being too cold, especially 
the latter portion of the week. Cultiva- 
tion was retarded during the first of the 
week on account of the -wet condition of 
the soil. However, 
it is reported of 


good stand, but slightly yellow in some 
localities. Considerable replanting was 
done, owing to previous washing from 
heavy rains. Cut worms have done 
some damage .on sod, but not more than 
the usual amount. Winter wheat and 
rye are of exceptionally heavy growth, 
heading out rapidly and filling heavily, 
causing some complaint of lodging. On 
thhe whole, the stand is good and in the 
northern counties rapidly . approaching 
maturity. 
Exceptionally 
good yields 


arc aticipaterl. Oats and barley are 
making rapid progress; the growth of 
straw is rank and the heading is heavy. 
Excellent yields are indicated. 


Haying is progressing aifll a consider- 


able amount has already been stored. 
The yield will be heavy. There is some 
complaint of lodging -on account of the 
heavy growth. 
Clover is in bloom and 


with a heavy crop in some sections. 
Meadows and pastures are in excellent 
condition. Late planted potatoes are up 
and appear to be in good, condition, 
while early varieties are large enough 
for use. Considerable 
complaint is 


made of potatoes rotting, especially on 
low ground, and some replanting will be 
done. Bugs are numerous, but the out- 
look is favorable. Tobacco: Transplant- 
ing is nearing completion. The plants 
are thrifty; some early plantings 
have 


been injured by cut worms, but on the 
whole, the present condition of the crop 
is satisfactory.-. Strawberries are of fine 
quality, but only a medium crop. Apple 
trees are'badly blighted in many locali- 
ties, arid only a medium yield is expect- 
ed. A light crop of cherries ia indicated. 
Blueberries are in fine .condition and 
give promise of good yield. Cranber- 
ries: Although low temperatures have 
prevaile'ct "no damage by frost- yet 
re- 


ported. Copious and continued 
rains, 


however, have injured some bogs, one 
grower placing hU prospective crop at 
one-half of last year on this account.

Over two thousand scholars bared their 
arms and receivedJ;he vaccine.

Yesterday afternoon the members of 


the state board of health held a meeting 
in the city of Milwaukee. The preva- 
lence of smallpox in various Wisconsin 
twons was the principal'.topic of discus- 
sion. The report of Secretary Wingate 
showed that the disease had been check- 
ed in this state and tlmt whereas' re- 
ports during the winter showed as many 
at. 100 new cases, the average was now 
but-fifty.

A menace to the maple shade trees of 


the city has made its appearance in the 
last few days in the form of large quan- 
tities of egg sacks of the cottony maple 
scale 
(pulvinari 
innumerabilis) 
that 


have attached themselves to the twigs 
and small branches of the trees all over 
the city. The sacks aro pearly-white in 
a -bag-like form, partly covered with the 
parent scale, a dark-brov. . thing that 
has apparently no more sense of motion 
than the integument of a beech bud. In 
a. short time the young scales will issuo 
from the eggs and spread themselves 
over the leaves, sucking the juices. This 
is ruinous tb the trees, and in a very few 
years they die out. In 
fact, the cot- 


tony maple scale, which is now more no- 
ticeable than for years, is one of the 
tiniest' and most deadly enemies of ma- 
ples. It has made its appearance thick- 
est on the soft and ash-leaved mnples, 
and if an elm or basswood is near 
the 


maples the scale eggs can be found upon 
them, especially on Chestnut street and 
the parallel streets 9!"the west side. 
Where elms predominate none of Che 
scales arc to be seen. 


No concerted plan of fighting te ma- 


ple scale is being carried on. Just here 
the tree warden^ which the Milwaukee 
Outdoor Art iind Improvement society 
has decided to advocate, would have an 
opportunity to show his expertness, as 
prompt treatment in removing the egg 
sacks would have ninny trees. Property 
owners who take a personal interest in 
their places, find that the play of a 
stream of water from the hose washes 
off the egg sacks nnd the parent 
scale 


and solves the-problem for the time. 
Anyway to got the sacks off before, they 
hntc'h is in line, and as most of the ebt- 
tonv pests arc .confined 
to the- lower 


branches, this would 
be comparatively 


easy if persons would take an interest in 
it and look after the trees in their in- 
dividual domains.
